For.a long time great hopes 
were centred on the cholera 
germ, on the assumption that 
all that was | necessary was to 
put sufficient germs in wells, 
water reservoirs or food sup- 
plies to ensure a good cholera 
epidemic. 

But we must repeat that thede 
germs, when artificially pro- 
dueed, have no power of pro- 
ducing disease. 

Tho true carriers of — the 
disease are the sick themselves, 
and the germ becomes harm- 
ful only when spread through 
their excreta, and soon loses its 
virulence. : 

The germ ‘of dysentery also 
loses its poison rapidly’ in arti- 
ficial ‘cultures, and experiments 
to bring this virulence back to 
the bacillus have rarely been 
successful, ‘ 
The bacillus of typhoid or 
paratyphoid is more suitable 
‘for this purpose, but this dis- 
ease’ is present in any case in 
many countries, and an artificial 
increase of cases would not caus

While those who ndminister nnd 
govern the great dictatorships are 
constantly occupied: In diplomatic 
maonocuvres and fincsse for places in 
world politics, their people continuc. 
theJr dally pursuits little interested 


of - five: countries In |’ 


in the diplomatic game; and desir- |. 


ing only.to be left alone in peace. 
Crossing the battlefelds. of Flan- 
ders, which only twenty years ogo 
were reduced to a wilderness of 
churned ‘mud and tree stumps, but. 
which are now covered. with Juxu; 
riant growth and crops, I stopped to 
speak tothe people about war and 
politics. But I soon found that their 
interests lay in peaceful pursuits, and 
that what interest they had in the 
doings .of diplomats and statesmen 
was merely incidental to the main 
business of living. Hes ; 
Strangely cnough, I found the, 
same in Germany and Italy. Right 
down the Rhine gorge from Cologne 
to Coblenz,: which only recently at 
its re-occupation wlinessed the mar- 
ching of soldiers and military dis- 
play, the people are peace-loving and 
desire only to be left alone to thelr 
work, their crops, their dances, and 
thelr songs. . 
Yet, next to the Brenner pass, the

It Ss probable that, before the 
end of the sutumn Great Britain 
will make an attempt on tho Jong:

The Air Ministry has been cri- 
ticlsed during the past year for not 
upholding British prestige by using 
ail the available resources to win 
races and to break existing records. 

The height record was won by 
Flight. Licut, H. J, Adam = in June 
with a muirgln of 2,575 ft. over the 
Italian, Lieut-Colonet Pezzi. Yet, 
although the Alr Force -has had 
machines capable of breaking all 
Jongf-distnnce records, no attempt 
was made. 


OBJECTION OUT: OF DATE 


One reason was that the amount of 
work required In altering the 
machine for this special duty would 
entall the removal of skilled technic- 
jans from more urgent production, 


This objection no tonger holds 
good, for the Vickers Wellesley 
bomber, the machine. concerned, 
fs being delivered to the IAF, 
fn increasing numbers.

ment, is to secure “the greatest 
happiness’ for the greatest -num- 
her," it hag.been said. Phe aim 
of democracy, it might be added; 
is lo provide government giving 
the Breatest opportunity for 
happiness to every individual. 
To make a success of democracy, 


Ait is essential that the individual 


remember ‘hiss duty to the state, 
as much as ‘for the stute to 
remember its duty to the 
individual, Serviee is the 
thing, Democracy will reach 
the highest point of efficiency 
when ‘the people who enjoy 
it have obtainel a clear 
revisatian of the part required 
of each, the responsibility of 
cach, in) dermocratle evolution. 
It is a lack of good citizenship 
Whichemakes possible, and some- 
times necessary, dictatorships. 


“Pitcls-Justpossiblethat—a> good: 


many’ people are not ready for 
democracy. It is certain they 
fail to appreciate 
what it offers, what they must 
give for the privilege of enjoy- 
ing it, AI] too ‘few are ready to 
render thee service it requires;

with the bacillus of ‘yellow or 
spotted fever, and keep a huge 
permanent supply of freshly in- 
fected flies in stock. . 

The same difficulties arise in 
producing sufficient quantities 
of the: virus of smallpox, apart 
from the fact that most civilised 
people have in vaccination a suc- 
cessful antidote. : 

For a long time great hopes 
were centred on the chojcra 
germ, .on the assumption that 
all that was necessary was to 
put sufficient germs in wells, 
water reservoirs or food sup- 
plies to ensure n good” cholera 
epidemic. 

But we must repeat that these 
germs, when wrtificially . pro- 
duced, have no power of pro- 
ducing disease: .t 

The true carriers of the 
disease are the sick themselves, 
and) the germ becomes harm- 
ful only when spread through 
their excreta, and soon loses its 
virulence. : 

The germ of dysentery also 
loses its poison rapidly in arti- 
ficial cultures,’ and experiments 
to bring this virulence back to 
the bacillus have rarely been 
successful, o ‘ 

The bacillus of typhoid or 
paratyphoid is more suitable 
‘for this purpose, but this .dis- 
ense is present in any case in 
many countries, antl an artificial 
incrense of cases would not cause 
undue anxiety. os 

The bacillus of plague is. the 
most suitable, — Special’ atten- 
tion must be paid to the plague 
bacillus, becuse it is compara- 
tively easy to produce in large 
quantities; it has great powers 
of resistance in’ ‘cold or 
damp surroundings; it infects 
under all conditions; and, final- 
ly, because the plague ig always 


a terrifying. illness, particularly’

for no other renson than that a 
successful attempt at Infection 
at the front might recoil on 
one’s own troops, it being im- 
possible to restrict the Infection 
‘to one definite aren, © 

The. dissemination of the 
germs can only be undertaken 
by agents or aeroplancs, For 
agents, an intimate co-operation 
with individuals in the enemy 
country and careful preparations 
along time ahead are necessary 
in order to prepare for the suc- 
ceasful. infection of water sup- 
plics, food supplies or animals.. 


Experiments ‘must be repeated 
persistently under varying cir- 
cumstances, for, even if they 
succeeded once through the 
negligence or Inck’ of suffiéient 
attention on the ‘part of the 
authorities, this might not hap- 
pen on a second occasion. 


Furthermore, since * every 
such agent could only work with 
small quantities: of culture, so 
that even’under the most favour- 
able conditions only isolated 
cages would occur which would 
have no epidemic character, the 
danger of discovery of « hostile 
agent at work is. not very great. 

Microbe attacks by acroplane. 
—The aeroplane would be more 
suitable, for attacks by microbes, 
and many ways of scattering 
the germs can be thought of: 
bombs, glass tubes, bowls full of 
cultures, spraying by particular 
contrivances, ete. 

‘Of these various devices, let 
us first examine making a 
“microbe fog,” since this method 
has already ‘been carefully 
studied by experts. © The best 
time would be during cold, damp 
weather, as -this gives the best 
chance of life to the microbes. 

Such germs would have to be 
chosen as cause — infection 
through ‘the respiratory organs, 
as, for example, plague germs. 
So far, it is true, experiments 
have only been made in closed 
rooms and we have little in- 
formation about_the spread o

We must know, for example 
the influence of varying, scasois 
on. the incidence, of | certan 
epidemics (hot weather & 
favourable to dysentery, cholera. 
ete,, cold weather to respiratory, 
diseases), the influence of damp 
air, ete. : * 

Furthermore, the composition | 
of the soil, ‘social conditions, 
state of immunity of a people 
can -all retard .orfavour the 
spread. of different diseases. 
Some diseases aro restricted to 
certain areas; for example, yel- 
low fever. Others are dependent 
on external and social conditions ; 
for example, plague and cholera,

This year, however, there has been 
a serious fall in {he number of letters 
received, It is estimated , that by 
next December the total will reach 
no more than 50,000, or only one- 
third of the usual number.

Indifference to Programmes 


But, far morec_interesting than any 
alternative the B,3.C;. may adopt, is

broadcast. programmes, © During 
Coronntion week a ‘great deal’ of 
money and pains was-spent ‘on ‘the 
production of - “Merrie England,’” 
broadcast. twice arid Istened to, it 
was estimated, by {wenty .milllon 
people, The .B-.B.C.. Intended to 
guide its future policy: in regard to 
such programmes by the tone of the 
huge mall that was expecied to fol- 
low the broadcasts.

The radlo, as we know it to-day, 
is different. The B.B.C, tries, very 
conscientiously, to cater for every- 
ly all the time.

"EUROPEAN 
PARADOX 


< - 


AN extensive’ tour * umong the 
peoplo of .five countries . in 
Europe, just completed, has mada 
clear to me the monstrous paradox 
‘that exiits in Europe to-day. - 


“While those who. adminis(er. and 


“govern the great’ dictatorships ara 


constantly: occupied ‘in diplomatic 
manoeurres and. finesse for places In 
world politics, their people continue 
thelr dally pursuits little interested 
jn the diplomatic game, and. desir- 
ing only to be. left: alone In peace. 

Crossing. the battlieficlds of Flan- 
ders, which only twenty years ago 
were reduced to a wilderness. of 
churned mud and tree stumps, but 
which ore now covered wilh luxu- 
riant growth and crops, I stopped to 
speak to the peopic about war and 
politics, But I soon found that thelr 
interests lay in peaceful pursuits, and 
that what interest they had in the 
Goings of diplomats ‘and slatcesmen 
wos merely ineldental {o the’ main 
business of living. 

Strangely enough, I found the 
same in Germuny and Italy, Right 
down the Rhine gorge from Cologne 
to Coblenz, which only recently at 
its re-occupation witnessed the mar- 
ching of soldiers and miliary dis- 
play, the people are peace-loving and 
desire only, to be left alone to thelr 
work, thelr crops, their dances, and 
their songs. 
= YXet, next to the Brenner pnas, the 
Rhine valley must_be one of the most 
Strongly fortificd Cronticra in Europe, 
There nore evidences of strong garri- 
sons ill the way along-the river and, 
ef course, one Js always ‘consclous 
of the existence of -tho French 
Maginot ne only a few: kilometres 
to.the south, : 


Saluting Manta 


Bavaria fs the same. But In that 
country of dense forest, rich pas- 
tures, ond enchnnting scenery re- 
sembling parts of Scotland, one gets 
the first unmistakable evidence of 
national] political consciousness, The 
Nazi salute and the “Hell Hiller” are 
used on ‘every: occasion of mecting 
and parting, and as: one approaches 
Munich, the carly slorm-centre of 
contemporary German” politics, the 
signs become s0 commonplace that 
one tukes them for granted as one 
svould a polite ‘‘good evening” or 
**goo0d morning.” 

The people are peacefully inclined 
us are their neighbours In the Rhine 
valley, but they have more: Interest 
in polities, When I was there, they 
were just preparing Munich for the 
arrival of Herr Hitler and, natur- 
zilly, feellng was running high, But 
hhigh though the feeling was, it was 
neither, bellicose nor chauvinistic. 
Indeed, they appeared to be cons 
vinced that war is a remote possl~ 
bility. : . 

Austrla is in different mood. Its 
towns and villages are less well cared 
for than those of Germany,'ynd one 
is uncomfortably conscious of an 
underctrrent of dissitisfactlon and 
unrest. A campetent observer told 
me that cighty per cent of rural 
Austria ond a large part of the towns 
incline to Nazism. ‘The. impression I 
fot is that. though general war js as 
far removed from the. people's 
thoughts as it, is from those of the 
German peasantry, the possibility of 


-internal_rising .cannot..be ruled out._ 


The Two Malics: 


The paradox of peace and power is 
clearly seen whenever the Brenner 
pass js crossed Into Italy, There, the 
social conditions of the people are 
largely os they’ were when I saw 
them 15 years ago just before the 
March on Rome. But, unlike Ger- 
many, Italy is really two countrics— 
the new and the old. 

The new is the military machine, 
the vast schemes of road, rall, and 
hydro-clectric_ construction, and huge 
imposing administrative offices in the 
austere architectural style ut the 
great centres, Where ormics of ofl- 
cials bustle about, papers rustle; and 
rubber stamps thump incessantly; 
the old is the Italian peasantry and 
the village populations, 3 

Faselst Italy differs from the new 
Germany in a curious respect. 
Whereas the change: in Germany, is 
psychological and touches the very 
souls of the people, that of Italy is 
one of mathematical and mechanical 
precision affecting the instruments of 
government and defence. This is 
Sradually’ being extended from the 
top downwards and there {fs evidence 


a 


bodied contraltos, as well as those 
of -adenoldal “blues” singors, bari- 
tones, and thundering busses.. All 
this vast output of more ‘or Jesg 
rsenuing art hag flown past our curs, 
but what has it left behind?.” . 

Not yory much. Ut has taught us 
a few facta, -We muy. recognioe the 
mames of more ope singers than 
we know in pre-B.B.C. days,.and we. 
may know more of. what fs happen- 


ing oulside our immediate environ- f, 


ment.. But; I doubt’ whether we are 
much-wiser is o result of 15 years
